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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


—_— --« 


To the Citizens of Belknap County: 


In compliance with the requirements of the laws of 
New Hampshire, we herewith submit the report of our 
transactions for the year ending December 81, 1928, 
and a statement of the financial condition of the coun- 
ty, together with the reports of all county officers re- 
quired by law. Attention is called to these reports for 
detailed information regarding the work done in dif- 
ferent departments of the county’s business. 

The county farm was under the management of Mr. 
and Mrs. A. P. Batchelder up to the time of Mr, Batch- 
elder’s untimely death in April, Mrs. Batchelder con- 
tinuing in charge until May 15th, at which time Mr, 
and Mrs. Freeman 8. Parker, formerly of Gilford, as- 
sumed the duties of Superintendent and Matron, 

As there is a constantly increasing number of cases 
of cancer and other contagious diseases coming to the 
farm, it has become necessary, for the protection of 
the other inmates, to provide special quarters for them; 
but, having no appropriation for this purpose, we are 
remodeling the building formerly used as an insane 
ward for this purpose. We were unable to complete 
this work for want of funds but expect to have several 
rooms ready for occupancy during the coming year. 

There has been cut from the cow pasture about filty 
cords of gray birch wood to supply the outside poor 
with fuel, thus adding a number of acres of good feed- 
ing ground to the pasture. We had taken up the mat- 
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ter of bovine tubercular inspection with State Veteri- 
narian Dr. R. W. Smith and County Agent H. W. Fein- 
man, and the delegation recommended that the project 
should be carried through. The stock was tested and 
a few reactors were found and disposed of. It was the 
opinion of many people that the county should start a 
registered herd; therefore, after due consideration to 
determine the breed best adapted to the needs of the 
county, the Guernsey was selected as the leading breed 
for dairy purposes. We, therefore, purchased a bull 
and several heifers from some of the best herds in this 
and Carroll County. 

The amount of aid rendered outside poor and soldiers 
and their families has been less than the preceding 
year but a marked increase for aid to dependent chil- 
dren and needy blind, which are practically not under 
the control of the commissioners except to provide 
funds to pay the bills. 

We shall recommend to the next County Convention 
that they make a special appropriation for the purpose 
of better protection of the inmates and property 
against fire, realizing the need of a water sprinkler sys- 
tem for this purpose as well as a saving in insurance 
rates. | 

The cause of the increase of farm expense is mostly 
for repairs, new equipment and purchase of blooded 
stock. The concrete walks around the buildings have 
been relaid and the stone steps leading to the main 
buildings have been reset. 

The commissioners asked the County Convention for 
an appropriation of $55,000 for each of the years 1923 
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and 1924, of which $48,640 was for yearly current ex- 
pense, equipment and repairs and $6,360 to pay for 
money borrowed in anticipation of taxes, thus reducing 
each year the interest payments. The amount used for 
expenses, equipment, repairs and purchase of blooded 
stock was $49,935.77 which would have been met if the 
appropriation asked for by the commissioners had been 
granted, with the exception of a part of the amount 
paid for the blooded stock, which purchase was not 
anticipated at the time the budget was made.

SOLICITOR’S REPORT 


To the Commissioners of Belknap County: 


I beg leave to submit the following report of the 
office of county solicitor for the year beginning Janu- 
ary 1, 1928, and ending December 31, 1923: 

At the March term of court one civil case was 
pending, which was continued, and three criminal - 
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cases were pending, one of which was disposed of, and 
two of which were continued. At this term four in- 
dictments were returned by the grand jury, one in- 
formation was filed and two criminal appeal cases 
from municipal courts were entered. All of the seven 
new criminal cases were disposed of. 


Of the cases disposed of at this term two were nol- 
prossed; one respondent was sentenced and committed 
to the state prison; one respondent was fined; and four 
were given state prison and jail sentences, which were 
suspended, mittimus to issue at the call of the solicitor. 


At the October term of court one civil case was 
pending which was continued, and two criminal cases 
were pending, both of which were disposed of. At this 
term of court five indictments were returned by the 
grand jury, all of which were disposed of, and six 
criminal appeals were entered from the Laconia Mu- 
nicipal Court, all of which were disposed of. 


Of the thirteen cases disposed of two were marked 
not to go forward; two were tried resulting in the 
acquittal of the respondent; one was continued for 
sentence; one respondent was sentenced and com- 
mitted to the state prison; five respondents were sen- 
tenced and committed to the house of correction; one 
respondent was given a house of correction sentence, 
which was suspended, mittimus to issue at the call of 
the solicitor ; and one case was dismissed, and remand- 
ed back to the municipal court, for the reason that the 
respondent had no right of appeal. The five respond- 
ents sentenced and committed to the house of correc- 


AT 
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tion were charged with operating motor vehicles while 
under the influence of liquor. 

There is at present one civil case, but there are no 
criminal cases, pending on the docket, the civil case 
being that brought by the county against the County 
of Strafford. 

The progress and disposition of all cours cases, 
civil and criminal, are matters of public record, and 
can be ascertained by any citizen at. any time.

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COUNTY CONVENTION 


Concord, N. H., May 3, 1923. 


At the executive session of the Belknap County Del- 
egation held May 2, 1923, it was voted an increase of 
$2,200 for each year 1923-1924 so to make the total 
appropriation for each year 1923-1924, the sum of 
forty-five thousand dollars ($45,000) said amount to 
include the sum of twenty-eight hundred dollars 
($2,800) each year for the Belknap County Farm Bu- 
reau. 

At the executive session of April 4, 1923, it was 
voted to recommend the purchase or acquisition of an 
indexing system of bookkeeping for the commissioners 
to conform to the system used by the County Treas- 
urer. At the same session (Apr. 4th) it was voted to 
recommend the cattle and other live stock at the county 
Farm be placed under State inspection and super- 
vision. 

It was voted to let the timber now at the Farm re- 
main as it is as the delegation feel that it is an asset 
to the county, and will pay whatever interest the 
County will have to pay for the use of borrowed mon- 
ey also on County indebtedness. |
